PRIVATE MEMBERS’ NOTICES OF MOTION 


1. Mrs. Scrivener—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, the Ministry 
of Natural Resources should enact regulations under The Endangered 
Species Act, 1971, outlining in specific detail and listing species of flora 
and fauna, such as orchids, trilliums, loons, falcons, whales and panthers, 
which are considered to be endangered in the Province of Ontario: 
further, that the said Act should be amended to prohibit the sale of any 
specie described as “endangered” in Canada or throughout the world, 
or any product or by-product emanating from such specie; also, that this 
House recommend to the Government of Canada that importation be 
prohibited of endangered species and products of endangered species into 
Canada without the permission of the federal Minister. 


2. Mr. Bullbyook—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, the Ministry 
of Health should amend the Health Insurance Act, 1972, to provide 
dental services for children six years of age and under.

6. Mr. Deacon—Resolution—That the Ministry of the Solicitor General, upon 
the coming into force of Bill 122, an Act to Amend the Moosonee Develop- 
ment Area Board Act, should amend the letters patent of the Board of 
Governors of the Moosonee Education Centre so to strike out those three 
members nominated by the Ministry of Education and Ministry of 
Community and Social Services and to provide for five members to be 
chosen by the Moosonee Development Area Board. 


7. Mr. Singer—Resolution—That a Public Inquiry be held immediately 
into all aspects of policy and management practices of Ontario Housing 
Corporation. 


8. Myr. Davison—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House in view of the 
serious effects on pensioners of the recent alarming increases in food 
prices, shelter costs and other basic necessities and the failure of the 
federal government to provide an adequate income for senior citizens, 
the Ontario government should immediately provide a supplement for 
old age pensioners; that the supplement should be sufficient to ensure 
pensioners a minimum income of $200 from all sources plus whatever 
cost of living increases are added to the basic federal Old Age Pension 
and Supplement after September 1, 1973; further that in addition, 
until the federal government reduces the age for receiving the Old Age 
Pension, the province should extend the above minimum income to all 
residents between the ages of 60 and 64; and that the provincial 
supplement should be fully escalated to compensate for increases in 
the cost of living. 


.9. Mr. Germa—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House the Ontario 
Government is forcing municipal taxpayers and municipal employees to 
subsidize the province of Ontario through the legislative stipulations 
governing the investment of the surplus funds of the Ontario Municipal 
Employees Retirement Fund for the years 1963 to 1969 and that this 
injustice should be corrected. And further that the Ontario Municipal 
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Employees Retirement System Act should be amended to permit the 
surplus funds to be invested in municipal debentures as well as provincial 
debentures in order to broaden the sources of credit available to the 
municipalities and thus reduce their borrowing costs. 


Mr. Lewis—Resolution—That the House resolve itself into committee of 
the whole for the purpose of enquiring into and adjudging whether all 
or any of the matters referred to on pages 10 and 11 of the Report of 
the Select Committee on the Hydro Electric Power Commission of 
Ontario New Head Office Building are contempts under The Legis- 
lative Assembly Act.

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That, for the purpose of the distribution the Commission shall take 
into account (a) community or diversity of interests; (b) means of com- 
munication; (c) topographical features; (d) population trends; (e) the 
varying conditions and requirements regarding representation as between 
urban and rural Electoral Districts; (f) existing boundaries of munici- 
palities or wards thereof; (g) the existing and traditional boundaries of 
Electoral Districts and (h) special geographic considerations, including 
in particular the sparsity, density or relative rate of growth of popula- 
tion in the various regions of the Province, the accessibility of such 
regions or the size or shape thereof; and subject thereto the popula- 
tion quota for each Electoral District shall be based on the average
